_ Werrow Citizens : 

Permit me before I proceed, to return my 
thanks to Col. Summers tor the kind and 
courteous manner in which he has presented 
me to this meeting of my fellow citizens. I 
appreciate it the more because J have known 
him and he has known me since we were 
young men; he a very young man. I have 
known him always to have been a good citi- 
zen and a sound democrat, He has said tru- 
Jy Lam here at this time in accordance with 
your invitation to address you upon the sub- 
jects of the organization of the Nebraska Ter- 
ritory, and the construction a railroad by the 
Federal Government, to connect the valley 
ofthe Mississippiriver with the PacificOcean, 
both subjects of vital importance to the peo- 

_ ple of the United States and particularly so 
* to the people of this State. 

I will now proceed to give you my views 
upoo each of those subjects. You havea 
right to them and that too without equivoca- 
tion or reserve on my part. First because 
Lhave the honor, in part, to represent the 
State in the United States Senate, You are 
my constituents and I am your representa- 
tye in that branch of the federal legislature, 
and upon all subjecs of public interest, all 
objects of National Segislation you are enti- 
tled to my opinions, and it is my duty to eon- 
gult and advise with you and so far as I can, 
ascertain your wishes and opinions and act 
accordingly. Secondly youare my country- 
men and neighbors and friends, Many of 
you have stood by me and sustained mein all 
wy political trials from youth until this hour 
when 1 amon the verge of the downhill of 
life, AH of you are personal friends, for I 
do not believe I have a personal enemy in 
the county. 

I will now proceed to give you my views 
of the Nebraska Territory. 

Ateach session of congress for seyeral 
years Mr. Douglass, a Senator from the 
State of Illinois, a gentleman well known 
throughout the whole Union asa man of high 
order of talents, a Statesmaa and a devoted 
friend to the West, and progress generally, 
has introduced a bill in relation to this terri- 
tory. [believe he first gave it the nume of 
Nebraska. Sometimes he gave it one boun- 
dary, sometimes another, at all times look- 
ing to its organization and settlement by 
white men. These bills he urged with zeal 
and great ability Lut was unsuccessful. At 
the last session of Congress my colleague 
and friend, the representative from this dis- 
trict introduced a bill to organize a govern- 
ment for this Territory and to promote its set- 
tlement. To the introduction of this bill I 
was opposed, of which Mr. Hall was advised 
by me. But he differed in opinion with me, 
as he well had a right to do, and this differ- 
ence of opinion could not make any change 
in our relations either personal or political. 
The reasons why I was opposed to the intro- 
duction of this bill at that time are first, I 
believed it should be preceded by treaties 

ith the various Indian ‘Tribes to obtain their 
consent to the organization of a Territorial 
Government, and to extinguish their title to 
the land in whole or in part, so that white men 
might settle there. It is a fact well known 
that much the largest portion of Territory of 
any value for agricultural purposes is in 
possession of the Indians and their lands are 
designated by metesand bounds. Indeed I

I thought and still think that the first step 
to be taken isto treat with the Indians; first 
obtain their consent to the organization of a 
Government and the cession of all or a part 
of their lands, 

Then again I had great doubts whether it 
would be to the interest of the State of Mis- 
souri and particularly of the Western and 
Frontier parts of the State. We have ever 
since the settlement of the State enjoyed, and 
almost monopolized the frontier trade of ev- 
ery kind, the furtrade, the New Mexico and 
Chihuahua trade, the Indian trade, and 
have been greatly benefited by the necessa- 
ry Government expenditures on our borders 
and of late days by the California and Ore- 
gon trade, of vast importance to every part 
ofthe State, but especially to the frontier 
counties.

Now I do not see how my opinion can 
do the least injury to the people of the State. IY 
they act upon it they can sustain no injury, wheth- 
erl be tight or wrong. Butif they act upow Col. 
Benton’s opinion and he should be mistaken in the 
law, then they will sustain great injury. For itis 
no small matter for a poor man to leave his home 
in Missouri and travel hundreds of miles into the 
Indian country and thea be driven back. I have 
witnessed such seenes; and would be very unwil-} 
ling to bear the weight of all the curses of men, 
women, and children, which will be heaped on the 
head of the honorable gentleman {if he should be 
mistaken in his opinion. I, therefore, again, at 
the risk of doing **great injury to the people of the 
State,”’ advise them not to act upon the opinion of 
our old Senator until they hear further.

It was not however, until late 
years that it had been introduced, for the early 
settlers thought it was too far north for clover.— 
The mode of putting it in was to sow it on oats 
fmmediately after the latter is harrowed in, 
at the rate of four or five quarts to one acre. As 
soon.as it was up, plaster of Paris, from three 
pecks to a bushel to the acre, was sown over it, 
which much improved both the clover and oats.— 
Clover could not be safely sown in the fall, for it 
was often destroyed by the winter, and the danger 
in the spring was from drought. The application 
of the plaster ought to be continued every spring 
following, at the rate of about half-bushel to the 
acre. It Increases the growth of the crop, and its 
effects can beseen even for three or four years af- 
ter in the ineressed yield of succeeding crops of 
grain. 

The clover was allowed to remain three years, 
and the second growth suffered to grow up without 
being cut or pastured, and turned under for wheat. 
He regarded it as the most important grass of the 
State, for analysis showed that it was more nutri- | 
tious, it fattened stock more readily, and was the 
only grass by which our worn out lands could he 
yesusitated.
